After 22 years away from the Southland, 
the Los Angeles Rams returned to the 
cheers of more than 90,000 fans at the LA 
Coliseum for an Aug. 13 preseason game 
against the Dallas Cowboys. Though 
the Rams no longer play at the Big A, 
they had already re-established their 
Orange County fan base by maintaining 
UC Irvine as their preseason training 
headquarters. But the exhibition opener 
started ugly when Cowboys returner 
Bucky Whitehead took the opening 
kickoff 101 yards for a score. The Rams 
went on to trail 14-7 after the first quarter, 
24-7 at halftime and 24-14 after three. But 
third-string quarterback Sean Mannion 
threw three touchdown passes that led to 
a 28-24 win. A preseason-opener victory 
and home-opener win do not a season 
make, but they were a good re-introduc- 
tion to our NFL-starved market.

Though it’s 
a laid-back town, there is plenty to do, 
including hiking, shopping, mining for 
gold, viewing arts and crafts, and tour¬ 
ing historical sites and underground 
tunnels. And yes, you can cap off the day 
by eating pie that must be washed down 
with hard apple cider.

Located within Vista Hermosa Sports 
Park, this park was conceived for the 
unbound delight of all children. The 
high-backed swing seats that accom¬ 
modate any wheelchair-bound kids are 
really the only clues to this charming 
park’s universality. As you approach the 
entrance gates, a peppery smell fills the 
air from enormous hedges. A loud clang¬ 
ing may bring to mind a train pulling into 
the station, but it’s just a child whacking 
a mallet on the resonant objects situated 
along a musical pathway in the Sensory 
Garden. The jungle gyms are two spec¬ 
tacular structures, a ship and a castle, on 
which sliding, hanging and zooming of 
all sorts can be done. An abundance of 
busy boxes and shady crannies can be ex¬ 
plored before heading off to a stunning, 
all-hands-in tidepool, elevated a few feet 
for easy access. This amazing space was 
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designed by Richard Fisher Associates of 
Santa Ana, who’ve been creating parks in 
Orange County for three decades.

L ast year marked a quiet but significant watershed for american 
workplaces. For the first time, millennial - people between 
the ages of 18-34 - became the largest generation in the u.S. 
Workforce (according to a 2015 pew research center analysis of u.S. 
Census bureau data). One in three american workers is now from the 
millennial generation, also known as Generation Y. 

With many millennial still in college and more baby boomers retiring, 
Gen Y’s workplace predominance will inevitably increase in the near 
future, and this “millennial-ization” will likely change the very nature 
of work in America. We spoke to three employment experts to find out 
how and why Gen Y will shake up the workplace. 

Millennials now make up the majority of the U.S. workforce. 
How is this impacting the feel and function of America’s 
workplaces? 

“It’s important to make a distinction between ‘millennial’ as a 
generation... and ‘ millennial ’ as both an attitude and influencer group,” 
explained Caroline Siemers, owner of Los Angeles-based employee 
strategies agency Corplandia. “It’s the latter that I’ve seen have the 
most impact on the workplace. Millennials, enabled by technology, the 
demise of playground competition, and rise in ‘helicopter’ parenting, 
have brought attitudes and abilities that are changing the nature of 
work, not just the workplace.” 

What qualities can millennials bring to the workplace which 
older workers often can’t? 

“[Millennials] aren’tbiasedbyyearsofexperiencesandoldassumptions. 
They only know a world that is changing at exponential speed and 
can adapt easily,” said Ira S. Wolfe, President of Pennsylvania-based 
employment testing provider Success Performance Solutions. “Despite 
the myths and stereotypes, they are more pragmatic and realistic about 
their future than baby boomers and Gen X were at the same age.” 
Some 3.6 million baby boomers are expected to retire this 
year and already more than a quarter of managers are 
millennials. How can we expect the latter’s leadership style 
to differ from that of their predecessors? 

“While millennials tend to be more collaborative and team oriented, 
they are still focused on themselves and management is about 
getting work done through others and developing talent,” said Joni 
Daniels, Principal of Baltimore-based management and organizational 
development consulting practice Daniels & Associates. “It’s a huge 
shift of focus and is not likely to be handled successfully without a lot 
of coaching,” 

It’s been said that millennials are more interested in working 
together rather than in more traditional “command-and- 
control” hierarchies. Would you concur? 




















Siemers: “Command and control is ‘bad parenting’ to this group. It’s 
uncomfortable and unwelcome. Millennial want to share their special 
insights and expertise, and feel ‘unheard’ when that doesn’t happen. 
They don’t mind doing what they’re told as long as their contribution 
has been accounted for.” 

Will this mean less of a corporate “ladder” and more of a 
“lattice”? 

Daniels: “Things may get more fragmented : a manager to mentor, a 
manager to delegate, a manager to train, a manager to lead the team - 
less well-rounded managers. We may see more steps on the ladder but 
shorter distances between rungs. Millennials like continuous growth 
and advancement.” 

If “flattening” means fewer titled management positions, 
how will leadership emerge, be exhibited and be recognized/ 
rewarded in “delayered” companies? 

Siemers: “Performance becomes a more discrete and important 
metric. Exceeding the remit will become what is recognized, even if 
that recognition includes ‘going for it’ in addition to ‘achieving it’. 
Even within millennials, there are natural leaders - these people will 
continue to outperform their counterparts and emerge as leaders.” 

Will more millennial managers mean a different attitude 
to life/work integration? Will the workplace now be more 
about results than about “in-your-chair” time 7 
Daniels: “With the electronic leash of phone and PC, you don’t have 
to be in your chair to get work done. But you do have to be in the 
halls to be seen and develop relationships that help move your career. 
The skills that will become invaluable [are] the effective virtual team 
manager who gets things done and develops solid relationships.” 
Many millennials grew up in an “everyone-gets-a-prize” 
culture, where they were rewarded simply for participation 
rather than only for performance. How does this affect their 
attitude to the workplace? 

Wolfe: “Research is beginning to show the older millennials (who were 
at the forefront of trophy kids) are fiercely competitive yet collaborative 
...As millennials age, the whole narcissist, free-wheeling, socially 
immature stereotype seems to subside.” 

With more millennials in the workplace and more millennial 
managers, will we see the end of the annual performance 
review in favor of more frequent feedback, praise and 
appreciation, which is what many millennials were used to 
from their teachers and parents? 

Siemers: “‘Continuous conversations’ and ‘coaching’ is definitely 
a performance management trend. And I think it does stem from 
parent/teacher experiences ... Because one thing I do believe is that 
millennials do not flourish in ‘sink or swim’ situations.” 

Surveys suggest that millennials expect to change jobs 
(and to “boomerang”) more frequently. How will this impact 
workplace culture and continuity? 

Daniels: “Constant turnover is a huge expense. You lose history, 
experience, cultural knowledge, and it’s more difficult to be seen as 
a developer of talent when your talent is always departing ... Exit 
interviews can uncover some information about why people are 
leaving and organizations can learn how they might stem the tide.” 
How are older workers reacting to all this? 

Siemers: “The smart ones are using it all to their advantage: Increasing 
their own ‘brand’ and value, negotiating smarter, and using their 
vacation days! ... Older workers who still fear/hate work will resent 
these young ‘uns and their entitled ways.” 

Finally, how do you see the “millennial-ization” of 
workplaces impacting their character and culture over, say, 
the next decade? 

Wolfe: “Millennials will impact [workplaces] more than workplaces 
will shape them. The only group large enough to impact the millennials 
is the baby boomers and they are shrinking in numbers and influence.”

East Meets Ells 

Can Anaheim’s Cross Roast adapt Cantonese barbecue to the Chipotle model?

I n one of his earlier standup routines, 
Jim Gaffigan had a great joke on 
how, during his time as a waiter at 
a Mexican restaurant in Indiana, he 
had to deal with clueless customer ques¬ 
tions about the menu. They’d ask him, 
“What is nachos? What is a burrito? What 
is a tostada?” 

After repeating the same answer—“It’s a 
tortilla with meat, cheese or vegetables”— 
over and over, he’d say to them, “Look, it’s 
all the same!” 

Gaffigan continued by concluding that 
“Mexican food’s great, but it’s essentially 
all the same ingredients,” which led to the 
punch line: An imaginary scene 200 years 
ago in which the top Mexican cooks met in 
Mexico City. One of them says to the group, 

“I figure we can rename this one entree seven 
times and sell it to the North Americans.” 

It’s a fantasy of mine that Steve Ells was 
listening to that bit, and then opened Chi¬ 
potle. Because let’s face it: Even though 
Gaffigan’s joke is just a joke—a gross gen¬ 
eralization of a complex cuisine—what is 
Chipotle if not that punch line turned into 
a business model? Ells’ success essentially 
comes from peddling all the same ingre¬ 
dients (yes, meat, cheese or vegetables) 
and stuffing them in different versions 
of tortilla. And the fact that his operating 
model works so well validates Gaffigan’s 
argument: The components of American¬ 
ized Mexican food are indeed as modular 
and interchangeable as Lego pieces, thus 
perfect for Chipotle’s assembly line. 

The trouble then comes when non- 
Mexican restaurants try to apply this 
model to their cuisines. Most have strug¬ 
gled to make their pieces fit the mold, 
especially the Asian ones. In recent years, 


Orange County has seen Eleven46, which 
tried to do a Vietnamese-style Chipotle in 
Foothill Ranch, and Kaya Street Kitchen, 
which tried to do an Indonesian-style 
Chipotle in Aliso Viejo. 

I noted in my reviews of both that if 
you chose unwisely at the assembly line, 
the different taste profiles could result 
in potentially awkward combinations. 

And it’s perhaps because of this that both 
restaurants never took off and have since 
closed. But the stalled attempts to suc¬ 
cessfully Chipotle-ize Asian food weren’t 
unique to them. Even Chipotle’s own 
Asian concept, ShopHouse, is slow on the 
uptake. Last year, while Chipotle added a 
whopping 150 new Mexican restaurants to 
its roster, ShopHouse opened only three. 

Now comes Cross Roast, a Cantonese 
barbecue-style Chipotle that opened a few 
weeks ago in Anaheim by James Leung, 
a third-generation restaurateur whose 
grandparents owned Casa de Oriente in 
Alhambra back in the ’80s. And though I 
knew asking for nachos was going to be a 
bad idea, I did it anyway. 

At my direction, the server took tortilla 
chips, poured on a DayGlo-yellow movie- 
theater cheese sauce, then topped it with 
bits of a crispy roasted pork belly called 
siu yuk. But my server and I weren’t 
done creating this Franken-nacho. To it, I 
added a roasted-corn salsa, cotija cheese 
and, heck, “Squirt on some of that hoisin 
sauce and your mayo, too!” 

It must be noted that I’m normally a 
food pragmatist. If I were at a Vegas buffet 
and there was a Mexican-food station and 
a Chinese one, I would make it a point to 
make two separate trips with two separate 
plates. But here at Cross Roast, free from 


the shackles of common sense, I had no 
such restraint. 

So how did the nachos taste? Predict¬ 
ably bad. The five-spice on the pork 
clashed with the nacho cheese, and the 
whole thing was a salty (though beautiful- 
looking) train wreck. Yes, Cross Roast was 
my enabler, but I was completely respon¬ 
sible for the terribleness of that dish. 

Fact is, all the proteins at Cross Roast 
are expertly made but best suited for serv¬ 
ing on top of rice and maybe only rice— 
the way that all those Chinese barbecue 
joints with hanging ducks would do it. 
That siu yuk, in particular, had the lovely 
skull-rattling crunch of chicharrones, 
and the ruddy char siu was the perfect 
ratio of fat to lean. You could even order 
duck here, either shredded or hacked by 
a cleaver into bone-attached pieces. But 
even if you ask for a rice bowl, I would 
advise against topping it with the cole¬ 
slaw, the corn salsa or anything else from 
the condiments tray. 

It’s hard to say no to them, though, 
especially when all are free for the taking. 
It took a lot for me to refuse my server’s 
suggestion to dump cotija and shredded 
Monterey jack into my ramen soup. I 
have, however, found that no matter what 
I chose, it worked well inside a baguette- 
something I also noticed with Eleven46’s 
banh mis. Who knew the French had the 
skeleton key to unlock the Asian Chipotle 
conundrum all along?

OC’s Most 
Popular 
Taco Truck 


TAQUERIA AYUTLA OAXACA

F or the past year and a half, Taqueria 
Ayutla Oaxaca been OC's most popu¬ 
lar lonchera by far. Not since the days of 
Kogi and the Lime Truck has an OC taco 
truck inspired such a fanatical following 
as these guys—and fueled only by word 
of mouth. There are no social-media 
accounts whatsoever, and it's parked in 
an industrial part of SanTana on Main 
Street, just north of Dyer Road, not far 
from homeless encampments. The short¬ 
est line you'll wait in is 15 minutes; come 
Friday or Saturday night, no mames. 

You can come at midnight, and the 
party will be raging. Families set up lawn 
chairs in a patio area next to where Ayutla 
parks. Ice cream vendors hawk nieve 
from their car trunks. Other loncheras park 
nearby, desperately, unsuccessfully trying 
to poach customers. And those customers 
are all of SanTana's raza : men and women 
just off work, their T-shirts displaying the 
hotels they just came from. Cholos. Paisas. 
Jaguars park illegally on the street, sur¬ 
rounded by men in suits who don't say a 
word as one of the guys has everyone's 
order. A handful of Asian hipsters Snap- 
chat their adventure in the barrio. 

Autlya offers just tacos, burritos 
and quesadillas, featuring seven of 
the classic taqueria meats (yes on 
buche and tripas; no suadero, alas). 

The tacos are rather big for just costing 
a buck or so, and there's a free bean 
tostada with every order—BOOM. 

What bothers me most about the spot, 
though, is that it's false advertising: If 
the folks running Ayutla really are from 
Oaxaca, they should be serving Oaxacan 
food—memelitas, tlayudas, mole negro, 
chapulines and all the other highlights 
of that wondrous cuisine. We are past 
peak taco in OC, and it's time loncheros 
start cooking the food of their homeland, 
you know? 

That said, all OC foodies should do their 
pilgrimage to Taqueria Ayutla Oaxaca at 
least once because it's currently the king 
of OC's food-truck scene. And if you don't? 
Donald Trump wins #fucktrump.

’Cue Apart 


KBQ is North Long Beach’s home for Korean barbecue 


T he mile-long stretch of Arte- 
sia Boulevard in North Long 
Beach isn’t exactly known as a 
dining destination, but all that 
might be changing. Once a faceless chunk 
of four-lane asphalt lined with Mexican 
appliance stores, strip-mall churches and 
hair salons, its first notable restaurant 
resident was Robert Earl’s BBQ, which 
moved from a smoker at the farmers’ 
market into a to-go counter storefront just 
east of Atlantic Avenue in 2013. 

On the success of its Texas-tinged takes 
on brisket, ribs and pulled pork (still some 
of the best in the region!), Robert Earl’s 
has expanded threefold in the years since, 
pushing into the unit next door and, as 
of earlier this month, onto the sidewalk, 
where the street’s first dining patio sits 
enclosed in bright-red fencing. This shiny 
new area, along with the rest of Artesia 
Boulevard’s newly installed assets (sepa¬ 
rated bike lanes!), got a coming-out party 
of sorts at Activate Uptown and Village 
Fest on Oct. 1; the entire drag was closed 
to cars, and rappers such as Murs and 
Talib Kweli performed for free. 

It was at this event that I finally had 
the chance to appreciate another one of 
Uptown’s restaurants, one that is already a 
neighborhood institution for its take on an 
entirely different kind of barbecue. KBQ 
is North Long Beach’s only Korean restau¬ 
rant, and it has made a name for itself by 
selling fast-food-style rice bowls and tacos 
topped with grilled-to-order bulgogi, 
galbi and spicy pork. The building itself 
is hard to miss—a bright-yellow A-frame 
with red-painted concrete out front. Until 
a few years ago, that location was home to 
a Mexican restaurant that sat empty most 
of the time. 

The smell of grilling Korean meats is

also hard to miss. The family that owns 
KBQ is its only staff; while the mom 
rings you up at the counter in front, the 
patriarch spends his days flipping flaps 
of meat over fire in the backroom, letting 
the sweet smoke waft out of a window 
that faces the parking lot. Run to this 
window immediately after you pay the 
lady because as soon as you order one of 
the $5 mini-bowls, $7 regular-sized bowls 
or $8-to-$12 plates (a few extra dollars 
will get you a combination plate with two 
kinds of meat), pops starts grilling. 

You can watch as he turns each piece 
of dripping marinated meat into your 
meal, just as you’d watch your noodles 
get pulled at Chinese restaurants such as 
China Tasty. The finished product—the 
galbi short ribs are divine—is placed atop 
rice with a side salad and a macaroni salad 
a la L&L Hawaiian Barbecue (gettingthe 
meat inside three tacos with a side of fries 
is only $6). Bowls are Flame Broiler-style, 
if the chain prepared your protein fresh. 

It might not be the all-you-can-eat 
Korean barbecue joint Long Beach so 
desperately needs, but KBQ excels in 
better-than-average fast-casual Korean- 
meat favorites on a side of town severely 
lacking in Asian-food options. Not only is 
it brightening up Artesia with its Wiener- 
schnitzel- esque digs, but it’s also giving 
people yet another reason to cruise the 
boulevard in search of their next meal.

Trevor Kotchek of the Original Sgt. Pepperoni’s Pizza Store 


izza is a magical food. Eat it 
hot, cold, meaty or with veggies 
only—it still tastes good. And a 
place such as the Original Sgt. 
Pepperoni’s Pizza Store has been feeding 
Newport Beach locals for nearly 40 years. 
So I had a chat with the guy who knows 
his dough, Trevor Kotchek. 

OC WEEKLY; Can you explain why you 
chose a career path in the restaurant indus¬ 
try, despite learning from previous jobs that 
it’s a stressful and tedious road to go down? 
TREVOR KOTCHEK: I just couldn’t deny 
my love for it. Whenever I found myself 
working outside of it, all I wanted was to 
be back. It’s a special industry, and if you 
do it right, you can have a really positive 
effect on people. 

Where were you born , and how did you end 
up in Orange County? 

I was born in New York, moved around 
a bunch as a kid, and back to New York 
when I was 10. Moved out to San Diego 
at 23. Now I call Newport home. Orange 
County was never a destination of mine, 
but I’ve had two opportunities to open 
shops up here, and it’s starting to grow 
on me. 

Tell me about your first restaurant 
in Fullerton. 

It’s a long story, but an ex-girlfriend and I 
opened up a true mom-and-pop pizzeria 
in Fullerton about six years ago. It’s still

there and doing well; some may notice 
some similar menu items. 

What is the story behind the name of 
the restaurant? 

Sgt. Pepp’s is 40 years old! It was named 
in the heyday of the cheesy themed res¬ 
taurant. Honestly, when I first heard the 
name, I wasn’t very excited to keep it. But 
when I learned the history of the restau¬ 
rant and what it meant to the community 
over the years, we couldn’t change it. We 
had to to honor it. 

Strangest customer request—and did you 
do it? 

Pizzas with no cheese; I laugh every time. 

I will make the cheeseless pizzas for cus¬ 
tomer satisfaction, but one day, I’ll say no. 
Probably not at Sgt. Pepp’s, but a more 
“soup Nazi”-like concept. 

What do you recommend for first-timers? 
Meatball ricotta. It will change your life. 
Most undervalued ingredient: 
Worcestershire. I use it in a few things on 
our menu, and it usually adds a surprising 
depth to things it doesn’t belong in. 

What is your philosophy on pizza and the 
East Coast attitude? How does it differ 
from local pizza joints?

After waking up in an Italian 
hospital with amnesia, a famous symbolo- 
gist (Tom Hanks) teams up with a doctor 
(Felicity Jones) to recover his memories 
and attempt to foil a plan tied to Dante 
that would wipe out half the world’s 
population with a virus.

Doctor Strange. Benedict Cumberbatch 
plays Dr. Stephen Strange, the world’s top 
neurosurgeon, who, after being injured in 
a career-ending car accident, sets off on a 
journey of healing.

Nadine (Hailee 
Steinfeld) feels very alone when her best 
friend (Haley Lu Richardson) and brother 
(Blake Jenner) hook up. Nadine finds a 
glimmer of hope through an awkward and 
thoughtful boy (Hayden Szeto). 

Fantastic Beasts and Where to Find 
Them. J.K. Rowling makes her screen¬ 
writing debut, off her own book that was 
spun off from the Harry Potter series. 

In 1926, Newt Scamander (Eddie Red- 
mayne) is in the cross-hairs of American 
wizarding authorities after dangerous 
creatures escape from a magical brief¬ 


case, threatening to strain magical and 
non-magical relations. 

Manchester By the Sea. Kenneth Loner- 
gan wrote and directed this drama about 
a man (Casey Affleck) whose brother 
(Kyle Chandler) dies, leaving the younger 
sibling to care for the deceased one’s son 
(Lucas Hedges).

Documentary The Lovers and the Despot plays like fiction

S outh Korean actress Choi Eun- 
hee is lured to Hong Kong to 
talk about a film role, but while 
playing with her female greet¬ 
er’s young daughter on the waterfront, 
Choi is called over to a dock, where she 
is pulled onto a speedboat and whisked 
onto a cargo ship bound for North Korea. 

Cut to Choi’s ex-husband, “The Prince 
of Korean Cinema” Shin Sang-ok, soon 
arriving in North Korea under mysterious 
circumstances. It reads like the plot to a 
very thrilling—and very fictional—popcorn 
movie, but this really happened in the late 
1970s, as shown in the compelling new 
documentary The Lovers and the Despot. 

Whether the late Shin, as he claimed, 
was actually abducted or willingly waltzed 
into North Korea has been in dispute. This 
has not: Kim Jong-il brought the couple 
back together because he loved global 
cinema, hated his country’s own movies 
and wanted them to help elevate North 
Korean filmmaking to world-class status. 
While fulfilling their captor’s dream, Choi 
and Shin became lovers again. 

Presented mostly in Korean with Eng¬ 
lish subtitles, British writer/directors 
Ross Adam and Robert Cannan’s film 
begins with Choi, who is now pushing 90, 
recalling her happy days as a glamorous 
movie star in South Korea. She appeared 


in her first film in 1947 and went on to 
star in many of Shin’s productions before 
they married and adopted two children. 

However, their reign as South Korea 
cinema’s “It” couple hit the skids. Shin 
was a talented filmmaker but a terrible 
businessman, and Shin Studio collapsed 
because of mismanagement. Meanwhile, 
the Choi-Shin marriage crumbled thanks 
to the director’s affair with a younger 
actress. The couple eventually divorced. 

With her time as a leading lady ticking 
down, Choi went to Hong Kong to hear 
a proposal to recapture her stardom. She 
had no idea and could not have imagined 
what she was walking into. 

Shin swore he was looking for Choi 
when Kim’s goons kidnapped him. But 
doubts about his story, his published com¬ 
ments that North Korea’s dictator gave him 
the expensive tools and artistic freedom 
he’d been denied in South Korea, and the 
couple’s happy demeanor in photographs 
and on film in the Communist country 
hung a cloud of suspicion over them. Even 
their children wondered if their parents 
had willingly abandoned them. 

While the kidnapping-for-cinema 
angle is gripping at its core, the myster¬ 
ies about how it all really went down add 
more layers to The Lovers and the Despot. 
Also helping the documentarians are 


the tons and tons of archival footage and 
movie reels that were available to them. 
Cameras were always present to capture 
Choi acting, Shin directing, and the cou¬ 
ple appearing on red carpets or at awards 
ceremonies before and after they wound 
up in North Korea. Their disappearances 
from South Korea were covered interna¬ 
tionally by news shows, and they would 
later appear in Kim’s propaganda films. 

Editor Jim Hession ( Kobe Bryant’s 
Muse ) deserves credit for expertly splic¬ 
ing in all that material with newer on- 
camera talking-head interviews to keep 
the tension of Adam and Cannan’s story 
high. Now we call on Bong Joon-ho to 
use the documentary as a jumping-off 
point for another of his excellent crime 
thrillers. Perhaps Bong could arrange 
to have Kim Jong-un kidnapped and 
shipped to South Korea to play his dad.

Broke—But Not Broken 

Aaron Posner’s District Merchants views 2016 through an 1870s lens

P ulling off a play that exists in 
two time periods simultane¬ 
ously is rare, but possible. 
Consider Tom Stoppard’s 1993 
masterpiece, Arcadia, which takes place 
in the same home in the English coun¬ 
tryside in the early 1800s and the present 
day Aaron Posner’s District Merchants, 
an often-hilarious piece filled with deep 
import, takes a similar tact. The play is set 
in Washington, D.C., in the 1870s, more 
or less, according to the program. But it’s 
inspired heavily by Shakespeare’s The 
Merchant of Venice, uses the same basic 
plot and characters, and is peppered with 
Shakespearean flourishes, such as solilo¬ 
quies and excerpts of his dialogue. We’re 
not in 16th-century Venice, but it certainly 
sounds like it. 

But where Posner’s play truly crosses 
the space-time continuum is that his 
work, which premiered this summer at 
the Folger Theatre in Washington, D.C., 
is rooted in today. It isn’t just that District 
Merchants begins and ends with actors 
speaking directly to the audience; it’s that 
its themes of economic inequality, racism, 
sexism and a country’s halting attempts at 
trying to heal itself after convulsive events 
can’t help resonating with anyone paying 
attention. Admittedly, America in 2016 
isn’t trying to rebuild after a cataclysmic 
civil war, but the polarization, rancor and 
fearmongering among a great swath of 
the polity sure feels like it. And the feel¬ 
ing elicited from Posner’s play is that, just 
as in 1870, the country may be broke, but 
it’s not completely broken. And only by 
working through it together can anything 
substantive be accomplished. 

While that historical connection is 
unmistakable (such as characters musing 
about a day when economic inequality is 
truly addressed, when women lawyers and 
black men will run the country), you don’t 
need to be a news junkie to enjoy the play. 
A fantastic cast and spirited direction from 
Michael Michetti (who is the co-artistic 
director of Pasadena’s highly regarded the 
Theatre @ Boston Court) adds buoyancy 
and swagger to Posner’s highly articulate, 
if sometimes long-winded, script. That 
ensures an always-entertaining ride, even 
if the play feels a bit heavy-handed toward 
the ending, with its plea for Americans to 
come together. It’s a sincere and impor¬ 
tant point, but it’s also talking instead of 
showing, and showing is what Posner does 
solidly up to that point. 

The play’s counterweights are miserly 
Jewish merchant Shylock (a brilliant 
Matthew Boston, who originated the role) 
and Antoine Dupre (an equally strong 
Montae Russell), an African-American 


merchant. Both have been victims of 
prejudice their whole lives and harbor 
no small strain of it themselves, but both 
are also determined to not settle for their 
lot. In fact, ambition is what drives most 
of the characters. Bassanio (Chris Butler) 
is a half-black man attempting to pass as 
white in order to woo the very wealthy 
Portia (Helen Sage Howard Simpson), 
an aspiring lawyer in a country where 
women (mostly) can’t practice law. Jes¬ 
sica (Rachel Esther Tate), Shylock’s 
daughter, yearns to break free from her 
father’s tyranny and thinks she may 
have found her escape through Finneus 
(Matthew Grondin), an Irish hustler 
who seems to have designs on her dad’s 
fortune. The only characters who don’t 
seem determined to break out of their lot 
are Nessa (Kristy Johnson), Portia’s loyal, 
if sassy, servant, and Lancelot (Akeem 
Davis), a recently freed black man who 
supplies most of the comic relief. 

Amid the main plotline of Shylock 
lending Antoine money to help Bassanio’s 
conquest of Portia, there are three sub¬ 
plots of young lovers attempting to over¬ 
come issues of race, income and religion. 
A half-black man wants to marry a white 
woman. An Irish con man wants to marry 
a Jew. Two black servants born as slaves 
are trying to figure out their place in a 


world turned upside-down. Some of the 
romantic shenanigans seem superfluous, 
but each pairing allows Posner (who was 
part of the Teller brain trust that smushed 
The Tempest into a magical blender a 
couple of years ago at SCR) to examine 
today’s complicated world through the 
lens of the past. 

And what does that examination yield? 
Maybe, amid all the rhetoric of mak¬ 
ing America great again or what makes 
America great is that we’re good. What¬ 
ever narrative whoever is trying to spin, 
what really makes America exceptional 
is that we work. We work through our 
differences, conflicts, pettiness and, most 
important, our fears. But it is hard and 
painful work, and who knows if we’ll 
ever fully accomplish it? As one charac¬ 
ter muses, perhaps in 1,000 years, we’ll 
“beautifully merge into one unified, 
dignified coffee-and-cream-colored race 
of human beings with one religion, no 
religions or so many religions that it won’t 
matter anymore, and ... we’ll find new 
reasons to hate each other.”

From home tattooer to shop owner, 
Rob Galvan keeps things true to his hometown 


B efore he ever considered tat¬ 
tooing, Rob Galvan made an 
investment. “I paid one of my 
buddies for a tattoo on my 
ribcage, and he used that money to get 
a tattoo-machine kit from a magazine,” 
Galvan says. “About a year later, I was still 
watching him tattoo, so he gave me the 
kit because I could draw really well. That 
same day, I started tattooing.” 

For the next handful of years, Galvan 
packed his weekends with tattooing 
friends and family out of his own home. 
Although he loved the art form and saw 
a possible future with it, the young artist 
wasn’t quite ready to make it something 
more than a part-time gig. “I was working 
a lot with a full-time job in construction, 
so I couldn’t tattoo very much,” Galvan 
says. “I’d be tired when I got home, so 
I was just tattooing on the weekends. I 
started making more money on the week¬ 
ends than I was doing 40 hours at work 
during the week, so I just said, Tuck that’ 
and quit.” 

After two more years of tattooing on 
his own, Galvan took his skills to a shop. 
“Working at a shop is better because you 
get to learn from other artists, too,” Gal¬ 
van says. “Everybody pushes each other. 
You can see something that somebody else 
is doing and take it to put your own spin 
on it. You see somebody do a badass piece, 
and then you want to do a badass piece.” 

Five years later, Galvan opened his own 
spot, Pharos Ink in SanTana. The no- 
nonsense shop—named after Galvan’s late 
cousin, a fabled graffiti artist—is home to 
the same team the artist has been travel¬ 
ing with to tattoo conventions around the 
country. “We’ve been trying for so long 
to make this happen, and so many people

have turned us down,” Galvan says. 
“Nobody wanted to have a tattoo shop. 
There was this one guy in Orange who 
made us [wait] three months to get all of 
the permits and get approved, and then 
this guy said the neighbors didn’t want 
us there. We tried everywhere and finally 
found this spot.” 

Now that Galvan has his own place, he 
can finally run things exactly the way he 
wants them for the first time since he was 
inking out of his own kitchen. He wants 
to keep the crew within his small group 
of professional friends (at least until they 
franchise out to other locations), but Gal¬ 
van knows he won’t be able to go forever 
without bringing in some fresh meat. As 
someone who learned the hard way, the 
experienced artist knows just how valu¬ 
able learning to tattoo in a friendly envi¬ 
ronment can be. 

“It takes you a lot less time to learn 
with an apprenticeship,” Galvan says. “If 
I’d started taking an apprenticeship and 
doing it the right way, then instead of tak¬ 
ing me five extra years to work in a tattoo 
shop, I could’ve done it in two. You don’t 
have to figure out what the right way to 
do something is; somebody just tells you 
what the right way is.”

Beach Goth Goes Big City 

The Growlers’ sound and lineup may have changed, but their spirit hasn’t

J ust when I think I’m beginning 
to understand the Growlers a 
bit, the band find another way to 
confuse the hell out of me. For the 
past eight years, the mixture of members, 
photographers, filmmakers, producers 
and engineers that has saddled up to the 
Growler camp has constantly swirled, 
but the wild stallion forges forward. Lead 
singer Brooks Nielsen and guitarist Matt 
Taylor are switching up the group’s sound, 
image and creative direction yet again. 

This time, the stakes are a bit higher, 
since they recently signed with the cult 
indie label led by the Strokes’ Julian 
Casablancas, the aptly titled Cult Records. 
Scott Montoya and Anthony Braun Perry 
are no longer part of the Growlers, and 
fans seem to be split about that fact, as 
well as the overall sound of their new 
album. Love it or hate it, the band are 
moving in a somewhat new musical direc¬ 
tion with their new full-length, City Club, 
released Sept. 30. 

If you stop to judge the album strictly as 
its own entity separate from anything the 
Growlers have done and been before, the 
compositions, lyrics and tones certainly 
stand strong with a unique personality. 
Once you shake off that first listen—which 
usually involves a little confusion, a little 
judgment, followed by a minor feeling 
of betrayal—there is something happen¬ 
ing that is quite catchy. When listening 
again, you realize that everything changes 
in order to survive; but then again, what 


Nielsen is saying in his storytelling hasn’t 
really changed. Then, you think, maybe 
they’re actually onto something, and 
you’re just lucky enough to experience it 
as it’s happening. 

“The production really wasn’t that 
crazy,” Nielsen says. “We made the record 
first with [producer Kyle] Mullarky, and 
then pretty much copied and pasted the 
thing and built off it. It was pretty simple. 

It was just that beginning with us, and then 
handing it off to someone else to play the 
drums on, or play synthesizer, or saxo¬ 
phone, or whatever, and seeing it come to 
life in a way that I’ve never seen it before, 
Matt and I finally got to hear songs get close 
to what we envisioned them as being.” 

Unlike 2014’s Chinese Fountain, which 
has traces of their next album’s direc¬ 
tion, City Club is rough in texture, but 
very cleanly produced. The mixing and 
mastering give the dynamics a depth 
that resonates deep when listening, with 
slight hints of the Strokes’ own produc¬ 
tion efforts. As for the role of Casablancas 
in the studio, Mullarky explains, “Julian 
was the producer and a great one at that. 
He would always push us harder trying 
to make the songs better, helping with 
melodic hooks or taking songs into dif¬ 
ferent styles. I think he helped the band 
expand their writing capabilities.” The 
results are synth rock made to sound like 
old rock, stuck in a space that is maybe 
somewhere out in the far reaches of the 
future. It leads me to think of whether the 


genre of beach goth is changing or being 
left behind on City Club ? 

“If you’re not growing as a musician, 
the band can’t grow either,” Mullarky 
says. “I feel like sometimes people get 
down on the Growlers for changing, but 
then, eventually, everybody comes around, 
and they’re like, 'Oh, this song’s pretty 
cool!’ I think that’s going to be a big deal 
with the new record, too. People might 
look at it and think, 'This sounds crazy!’ 
It’s another one of those things, and it’s 
another big change for the band, but I feel 
it’s necessary for all of them, and it’s bet¬ 
ter, and it sounds great. You’ll see.” 

Hearing this, Nielsen remarks, “I love 
that you talked to Kyle because Kyle has 
always really been a big behind-the- 
scenes figure in the Growlers. From the 
beginning, we were influenced by his 
band, and seeing someone leave Dana 
Point and try something and becoming a 
musician and an engineer, and through 
these records, Mullarky’s been writing on 
the last three.” 

The Growlers’ famed Beach Goth 
returns this weekend even bigger and bet¬ 
ter than any rendition that came before, 
thanks to talent buyer Jeffrey Schuman of 
the Observatory. The festival is so much 
bigger, in fact, that it’s moving from the 
Observatory’s urban grounds to Oak Can¬ 
yon Park in Silverado Canyon. The lineup 
is filled with an eclectic mix that includes 
King Krule, Patti Smith, Violent Femmes, 
Future Islands, Grimes, Unknown Mortal 


Orchestra and Gucci Mane. 

“I don’t think I had the vision to see 
it being where it is now,” Nielsen says. 

“But like anything in this business, I’ve 
learned that nothing comes overnight, and 
still, I know there’s a big amount of luck 
involved—and, of course, talent—but it’s 
also just really persevering and doing it 
until people have faith in you.” 

The Growlers’ influence on the new 
generation of Orange County musicians is 
undeniable, and there are so many upcom¬ 
ing bands trying to follow in their footsteps. 
“The Growlers weren’t a very energetic 
band, but the ideas were really exciting, 
you know?” Mullarky says. “So that was 
an exciting part of being around them and 
being at their shows ’cause it was like a 
whole scene and a whole time to be in.” 

Trading the beach for the city might 
not be a permanent change of pace for 
the band, Nielsen says, but choosing to do 
what feels good for them in the moment 
and creating their own path is what made 
the band special to begin with. “I think 
going in and bringing some bigger musi¬ 
cians to play on this record kind of pushed 
us into another chapter,” Nielsen says. 

“It just feels like I’ve got good new blood 
going through my body.”

Far-Out Family Affair 

Desert Daze delivers the homemade festival experience

f f / il e’re coming from 

I M MM m a similar place as 
U If a grandma who 
makes you pasta 
sauce and wants you to eat it and really 
enjoy it,” says Phil Pirrone, the founder of 
Desert Daze music festival, with a laugh. 
“We’re like the festival equivalent to an 
Italian or Jewish grandmother.... The 
music festival is the meal, and we just 
want you be full and to feel good.” 

Held at the Institute of Mental Physics 
in Joshua Tree, Desert Daze has been 
rocking various parts of the high desert for 
five years. But within that small window of 
time, the tiny, DIY festival has experienced 
substantial growth and critical praise 
for it’s “anti-mega fest” attitude. “IPs the 
festival for people who really love music,” 
Pirrone says. 'You know, the people 
who’ve made live music their philosophy— 
Desert Daze is for those kinds of people.” 

Although Pirrone and the Desert Daze 
posse—better known as Moon Block- 
have always maintained that ethos, their 
first music event wasn’t exactly polished. 
Back in 2008, in Pirrone’s hometown of 
Chino, he noticed a seemingly untouched 
stage in the middle of a shopping center’s 
vacant courtyard. He was determined 
to figure out a way for his band JJUUU- 
JJUUU, as well as his friends’ bands, to 
take advantage of this open space. So he 
hunted down the center’s management 
company and discovered the stage peri¬ 
odically hosted jazz guitarists. On a lark, 
Pirrone asked if it would allow bands to 
play an all-day, mini music festival, and, 
he recalls, the shopping center manager 
said he thought it’d be great. “That was 
something that, like, never happens,” Pir¬ 
rone says. “People don’t just agree to have 
bands and a bunch of kids around. But 
that mini festival led us to Desert Daze.” 

In 2011, Pirrone started his company, 


Moon Block, and hosted its flagship event, 
Moon Block Party, the prototype for what 
would become his annual desert festival. 
At first, these events weren’t much more 
than a bunch of bands playing outside, 
but the vibe that was created was magical 
beyond just the effects of Grade A halluci¬ 
nogens. Everyone involved with the Moon 
Block events—from Pirrone’s wife, Julie 
(who drums for rock duo Deap Valley), 
to the site manager to the head of food 
and beverage—are family or friends Pir¬ 
rone has known for most of his life. “It’s 
like a family restaurant almost,” Pirrone 
says. “I mean, the dynamic is a little bit 
different than your normal work zone.... 
It’s go time right now [for Desert Daze], 
and we’re moving at a very high pace, but 
we’re excited to make it all happen.” 

Boasting a lineup with rock & roll heavy 
hitters Primus and ’70s influential rock 
outfit Television, the bill also features 
Orange County bands including the under¬ 
rated Kiev, based out of Orange. Accord¬ 
ing to Pirrone, it’s only a matter of time 
before people pick up what Kiev have been 
throwing down. “They’re a band that’s 
already the size of the universe,” he says. 
“They have no boundaries, man. They 
don’t really make bands like that anymore.” 

Not much can beat stellar jams against a 
desert landscape and a night sky encrusted 
with twinkling stars. “The venue [for Des¬ 
ert Daze] is beautiful, unique and totally 
otherworldly,” says Pirrone. “We are very 
lucky to have our event there. I can’t wait 
to share its beauty with everyone.”

Cosmic Headbanger 

F or those possessing just a passing familiar¬ 
ity with the abrasive genre of black metal, 
the first images that pop up are likely the anti- 
religious overtones of the early-'90s Norwegian 
bands featured in the 2009 documentary Until 
the Light Takes Us. While the genre has seen a 
broadening of its horizons thanks to genre-bend¬ 
ing acts such as Deafheaven, the majority of 
Southern California musicians plying their trade 
in that realm stick to the tried-and-true. 

Since 2011, Lake Forest musician Jacob 
Buczarski has been a one-man black-metal tour 
de force, releasing music underthe name Mare 
Cognitum. But instead of searching for inspira¬ 
tion in the hell below or the earth around us, 
Buczarski looks to the stars above. His newest 
record, Luminiferous Aether, balances ambient 
beauty and pummeling brutality in its quest to 
musically communicate the gaps between dark¬ 
ness and light in outer space. 

After toiling in various bands that kept get¬ 
ting derailed by momentum breaks, Buczarski 
decided to pursue his own path, initially attempt¬ 
ing a more traditional route. "I was trying to go 
for the uber-kvltev il black-metal sound," Buc¬ 
zarski says. "But it felt super-forced. I wanted to 
focus on something that actually means some¬ 
thing to me. I had been into astronomy since I 
was a kid. Space is a really heavy thing; what's 
out there in space is a bit more mysterious than 
the woods or wastelands of this planet." 

Though Buczarski is not the first musician 
to pursue "cosmic" black metal, the progres¬ 
sion of his sound since his 2011 debut, The Sea 
Which Has Become Known, is awe-inspiring. 

His vocals are very much in the vein of shrieking 
black metal, with sweeping riffs and blistering 
drumming arrangements firmly rooted in the 
genres brutality. But that emotion is tempered 
by moments of melodic guitar and atmospheric 
ambiance that shroud the musical chaos in an 
air of spatial beauty, evoking the calm before the 
storm in every sci-fi movie when the mission is 
about to become doomed.

The ethereal nature of outer space propels 
Buczarski to compose with that balance in mind. 
"There's this random struggle [in outer space] 
between beauty and complete mayhem," Buc¬ 
zarski says. "Space can be terrifying. Someday, 
we are going to get consumed by the sun or get 
hit by a meteor. But at the same time, there's a 
sense of beauty about realizing we're a speck of 
dust in a vast universe." 

Buczarski is not only the voice behind Mare 
Cognitum, but he also handled the compos¬ 
ing, lyrics, guitars, drum programming, mixing 
and mastering. Even as his profile grows and 
his production skills evolve with every album, 
Buczarski is content to keep Mare Cognitum a 
one-man bedroom-studio project. "I have the 
freedom to experiment," Buczarski says. "I don't 
have to round up band members and spend time 
teaching them parts of songs. I have an interest¬ 
ing idea in my head, and I can just go for it. That's 
been a really nice thing, being able to make deci¬ 
sions as soon as possible and move at my pace." 

While other one-man black metal projects 
such as Panopticon have recently taken steps 
into assembling backing bands and performing 
live, Buczarski is in no rush to undertake a live 
presentation. "I enjoyed playing live when I was 
in bands, but I like making records more," says 
Buczarski. "I wouldn't want to sacrifice writing 
a record to take the time to perform live. I'm not 
even that connected with local musicians, really, 
so even finding people to work with would be a 
pretty difficult thing."

Born-Again Hardcore 


DJ Dan Sena returns to the scene that raised him

A fter his last show with hardcore band 
Adamantium 15 years ago at the Showcase 
Theater in Corona, Dan Sena thought his playing 
days were over. "When we broke up, that was 
literally the last time I strummed a hardcore riff," 
Sena says. "I was burnt out on hardcore. I didn't 
know what to write anymore." 

Disillusioned with his own sound and the 
sonic direction in which the scene was headed, 
Sena decided to expand his musical horizons. 
Good friend and Dim Mak label founder Steve 
Aoki advised he start deejaying on the side for 
some extra cash, and almost two decades later, 
the Costa Mesa local has become a fixture of 
OCs dance-music scene. But the itch to play live 
compelled him to start an avant-garde, proggy 
space-rock band called Arrhythmia. When that 
project stalled, out of frustration, Sena began 
writing hardcore riffs on guitar again. "I didn't 
really have any intention or agenda of having it 
go anywhere," he says. "It was just fun. I just 
wrote these songs as a joke or a goof." 

Two EPs later, it's clear that Precious, the 
chord-crunching hardcore project he started 
with vocalist Brian Lovro (formerly of Thread¬ 
bare), was more than just a way to pass the time. 
Sena is tapping into hardcore music on his own 
terms, without the constraints of a designated 
scene. If anything, he says, the music simply 
represents the sound he was going for when he 
left 15 years ago. "I have no idea what's cool in 
the punk and hardcore scene today," he says. 
"Maybe that was an advantage because I didn't 
let any of that influence me." 

In its boldest moments, Precious' new EP, 


Unravelings, champions a sound that feels frozen 
in time. A bedrock component of the sound, 
aside from the guitar riffs, is Lovro's voice, which, 
Sena says, he had in mind while he was writing 
the songs. Bassist Dustin Perry (of Snapcase) 
helped Sena and Lovro connect on the project, 
eventually bringing in Steven Miller (of Unbro¬ 
ken) on guitar and Matt Horwitz on drums to 
round out the lineup. 

From the machine-gun kick-drum breakdowns 
and catchy, melodic guitar lines underneath 
Lovro's guttural vocals, Unravelings feels as if 
2005 is sucking you in its rip current and smash¬ 
ing your body with the weight of its epic waves. 
The metalcore-tinged aesthetic of the early 
aughts comes crashing back with the open¬ 
ing salvo of "Head Down," and it doesn't let up 
until the title track brings the EP to a close. The 
energy is so palpable between the players that 
audiences would never suspect the band mem¬ 
bers all live a plane ride apart. (They collaborate 
by sending Sena their parts, and he lays them 
down individually, then he mixes them together 
in a way that captures the live essence of the 
band's sound.) 

Recently, Precious made their 0C debut at 
Diego's in downtown Santa Ana. Sena says it's 
fulfilling to finally play the songs live and recap¬ 
ture the spirit of the scene that once fed his 
desire to make music before his days as a DJ. 
"Coming back to it—not that it's nostalgic, but 
it became fun again," he says. "I had so much 
fun writing this music that it's gonna be fun to 
play it live."

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Lombardo Who? 

Anderson Quintero keeps the beat going for PHILM

L ast month, Venezuelan drum¬ 
mer Anderson Quintero took 
the stage at Whiskey a Go Go 
in West Hollywood as the new 
drummer for PHILM. The day after the 
gig with the LA/OC-based experimental 
metal trio (which recently relocated to 
New York), news arrived that his work 
on Raul Agraz’s Between Brothers helped 
net a Latin Grammy nomination for 
Best Latin Jazz album. It might seem an 
unlikely choice for PHILM bassist Pan- 
cho Tomaselli and singer/guitarist Gerry 
Nestler to tap Quintero, best known for 
his salsa and Latin jazz percussion work, 
for the job of replacing departed drum¬ 
mer Dave Lombardo of Slayer fame. But 
it’s his combination of talents that makes 
Quintero an asset to PHILM. Quintero 
hits hard and masterfully executes time- 
signature changes central to the band’s 
ethereal, experimental sound. 

OC WEEKLY; Tell us about your rock-music 
past. Many people may not know that 
PHILM is not your first rock band. 
ANDERSON QUINTERO: Exactly! When I 
was 14 or 15,1 had a couple of friends who 
played in a death-metal band. They asked 
me to join the band because they knew 
that I was playing drums and they had 
no drummer. I joined the band Mantra 
and played with them for two or three 
years before moving to New York. When 
I moved back to Venezuela, my composer 
friend was doing a prog-rock recording 
project. He asked me to joined his band 
Lexestet, and we recorded an album. It 
was amazing music, like a fusion of WAR 
and prog rock. 

Speaking of WAR, their former bassist 
Pancho Tomaselli approached you to be in 
PHILM with him and Nestler, correct? 

I met Pancho two years ago; I played with 
a Latin jazz band, and he went to the 


concert. We started talking, and he told 
me stories about his projects. He asked 
for my phone number, and we kept in 
touch. A few months ago, I received a call 
in which he asked me to join the band. 

I immediately said yes ! We had a couple 
of rehearsals with Gerry to get to know 
one another. The chemistry was spot-on. 
They liked what I did and asked me to be 
a new drummer. 

How does it feel to return to playing rock 
music, especially in a band as experimental 
as PHILM is? 

I’m always looking for challenges. I’m 
that kind of a drummer. I don’t want to 
be tagged as a jazz or salsa drummer; I 
like playing every kind of music. I love the 
challenge to do it the right way. It’s very 
exciting for me because I have to play new 
styles and be creative, but in keeping with 
the concept of the band. I experiment 
with new colors and dynamics. 

The PHILM show this week was a fare¬ 
well for the band. What does it mean for 
the band to relocate from Los Angeles to 
New York? 

The guys are moving for personal rea¬ 
sons, but it’s good because they want the 
band to move forward to another level. 

I think moving to the East Coast is the 
best choice. We’re planning to record 
other songs while we are there. We were 
already doing another experimental 
project. What’s goingto happen, I think, 
is that we’re going to put both projects 
together and release it as a PHILM album. 
But now, we’re concentrating on get¬ 
ting the record done. As soon as that’s 
finished, we’re going to start touring and 
promoting the new record. I can’t wait to 
be on tour and bring to people the new 
PHILM sound.

The suggested 
new meanings all struck me as trivial and snarky—and 
I don't think there's anything trivial about the racism, 
sexism, xenophobia, anti-Semitism and violence that 
Trump has mainstreamed and normalized, and I'm not 
inclined to snark about it. 

And, besides, "trump" already has a slang mean¬ 
ing: It means "to fart audibly" in Great Britain—and 
that definition is already in the Oxford English Diction¬ 
ary. And it frankly didn't seem possible to make Donald 
Trump's name any more revolting than he already has. 
If I may paraphrase the amazing letter The New York 
Timessentto Trump after he demanded they retract 
a story about the women he's assaulted: Nothing I 
could say in my sex column could even slightly elevate 
the feelings of disgust decent people experience 
whenever they hear his name. Mr. Trump, through his 
own words and actions, has already redefined his 
last name. 

But then your email arrived, MADDER, and I set 
aside the column I was already working on to rush 
your idea into print. Because your suggestion—that 
parents call the conversation they need to have with 
their daughters about predatory and entitled men the 
"Trump Talk"—is just as fitting and apt as the "frothy 
mixture" definition of santorum. It's not trivial, and 
it's not snarky. It has gravitas, MADDER, and here's 
hoping "Trump Talk" isn't just widely adopted, but 
universally practiced. Because no little girl who gets 
groped on a bus or in a grocery store or on a subway 
or in a classroom should ever have to wonder if she 
did something wrong. 

Big fan, longtime reader and listener, and I need 
your help. How in the hell can a bipartisan relation¬ 
ship survive this election? Things have gotten so 
heated that my husband and I recently exploded in 
an ugly argument. I know I'm not fighting fair—call¬ 
ing him stupid and irresponsible for supporting 
Trump—and I'm being a shitty partner, and he's 
being shitty in response by spouting Clinton con¬ 
spiracy theories. A huge part of it is that he's some¬ 
one who lives to disagree—a true contrarian—and 
our current political environment has been like 
manna from heaven for his sense of humor. What 
advice do you have? We've been together for ages 
and have survived other elections and issues. But, 
as you know, this one's different. 

Struggling After Debate 

Unlike your husband, SAD, I don't think there's anything 
funny about Donald Trump. I'm going to enjoy watching 
him lose the election, and I'm going to enjoy watching 
his hotels and golf courses go out of business one by 
one, but our politics and public life have been sickened 
by the poison that is Donald Trump. It's going to take 
years for us to recover, SAD, and I just don't see the 
humor in it. And personally, SAD, I wouldn't be able to 
climb into bed with someone who was planning to vote 
for Donald Trump. I would be out the door. But if you 
can't leave because you love him despite his moral and 
political bankruptcy, or because leaving isn't an option 
for you financially, avoid the subject forthe next three 
weeks, don't take whatever bait your husband throws 
out and try to not gloat too much when Hillary hands 
Donald his ass on Nov. 8.
